faces Gov. Arthur Langlie and in 
Oregon where Sen. Wayne Morse 
(D) opposes Eisenhower's for- 
mer secretary of interior, Doug- 
las McKay. 

The Stevenson campaign is ex- 
pected to hit a higher tempo 
when it reaches the Pacific Coast. 
Stevenson's advisers hope to open 
up several new lines of assault 
against the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. 


Their reports indicate Calli- 
fornia’s voters have not yet made 
a firm choice between the nomi- 
nees. Stevenson hopes to give mo- 
mentum to a trend in this direc- 
tion this week. 


ON THE PLUS SIDE 

Reports from Stevenson's first 
two campaign trips, and partic- 
ularly his last week’s tour of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, New England and New 
York City, indicate none of these 
states except West Virginia may 
be firmly counted in his column. 

However, his swing into Penn- 
sylvania was believed by his man- 
ager, James Finnegan, to have 


the Pennsylvania Démocratic 
party organization. The New Eng- 
land tour also was rated on the 
plus side, 

It was believed that last week 
was not as effective a week of 
campaigning as the week pre- 
vious. New impetus to the cam- 
paign was anticipated from the 
Pacific Coast venture. 


HEALTH INSURANCE 


The most important of Steven- 
son’s health recommendations 
lay in the field of health insur- 
ance. He prefaced his statement 
with the flat assertion that: 

“I am opposed to socialized 
medicine.”’ 

But he immediately added: 

“T am equally strongly in favor 
of a program to make compre- 
hensive private health insurance 
available on a voluntary basis to 
all Americans, so that no Amer- 
ican will be denied good medical 
eare for financial reasons. 


OUTLINES PROPOSAL 


Stevenson said such a program 
involved federal aid which might 
be made available as long-term 
interest-bearing loans.to cooper- 
ative, labor and other groups de- 
sirous of sponsoring group health 
insurance plans, and as matching 
grants to the states to subsidize 
part of the costs of voluntary 
health insurance for low income 
families. 

The subsidies to the states, 
matching state funds, apparent- 
ly would be much the same as 
present federal state programs 
for aid to the blind, dependent 
[children and the disabled.

American monopolists’’ of plan- 
ning to take the Suez Ca---1 away 
from Britain and France as well 
as from Egypt. 

Fawzi, who boasted that use of 
the canal was continuing un- 
hindered despite British-French 
efforts at “sabotage” through the 
withdrawal of pilots, called for 
‘‘a negotiating body of reasonable 
size. 2 

He added that a guarantee ‘‘for 
all and for all time” of freedom 
of navigation of the canal was the 
most basic principle, and that the 
foremost objectives should be: 

1. Establishing a system of co- 
operation between the Egyptian 
authority operating the Suez 
Canal and the users of the canal, 
taking into full consideration the 
sovereignty and the rights of 
Egypt. and the interests of the 
users of the canal. 

2. Establishing a system for the 
tolls and charges which guaran- 
tees for the users of the canal a 
fair treatment free from exploita- 
tion. 

3. Providing for a reasonable 
percentage of the revenues of the 
canal to be allotted especially for 
improvements. 


ALONG USERS’ LIKES 

To some delegates this seemed 
to open the way for negotiations 
on a settlement along the lines of 
the “‘Suez Canal Users’ Associa- 
tion,”’ or at least for negotiations 
with it. The association, at Dul- 
les’ suggestion, was approved at 
the second London conference 
after Egypt had rejected the plan 
for international operation ap- 
proved by 18 of the 22 partici- 
pants in the first London confer- 
ence. 

Dr. Dijalal Abroh, the Iranian 
permanent representative told the 
council this afternoon that Faw- 
zi’s enumeration of these prin- 
ciples had “‘reduced the area of 
disagreement.” 

It was understood that Dulles 
felt that Fawzi's statement on 
these points contained ‘‘material of 
interest.”” British and French 
spokesmen declined to comment.
